" The proprietors o( the largo pub- 
lie houses at the Falls on both sides of 

the river, and of stages and steamboats,

culation they wore not deceived. 

" For several pays previous to the 
Bth the stage came crowded, as well 
as the oaual boats, so much so that it 
was difficult to find a conveyaneo 
to the Palls; and such xv as the interest 
that the descent Was the only topic of 
conversation among all olasso> 
the night of the 7th wagons tilled with 
country people rattled through this 
town all night, and on Saturday morn- 
ill'alo itself seemed to bo mov- 
a mass toward the point of at- 
traction.
